SUCH WAS LIFE | 


Vo had seen many tie posts and 
mangers and pig troughs chewed 
at by horses and pigs, but when 
one hundred and twenty-five head 
of cattle eat up five hundred feet 
of fir flooring, that was new to us. 

It was about the year 1921 when 
the above number of stock was 
taken into pasture on a section of 
land west of the Little Red Deer 
river, There was plenty of grass 
and water, but as usual, the lack 
of mineral substance was evident, 

When five hundred feet of fir 
flooring was taken up from the 
bowling alley in Didsbury and 
placed along the side of a shack in 
the pasture, it disappeared in less 
than three weeks and nothing but 
a few slivers were lying around 
the spot the lumber was piled, 

Thinking that some one might 
have helped themselves, I asked a 
neighbor whether he knew what 
happened to the flooring. With a 
wide grin on his face he replied, 


“Dem cattle eats it up, every bit 
of it.” 

The lumber had been soaked 
in linseed oi] and that created a 


temptation which their craving for 
inineral could not resist. 

Need we any further proof that 
supplements are an absolute neces- 
sity in the development of live- 
stock. Further research along this 
line is greatly needed in this west- 
ern and northern country.

Govt. Buys Assets 
Of Canada Land Co. 


Agriculture Minister Gardiner an- 
nounced recently in the House of 
Commons that the Government 
) has approved the purchase of faci- 
lities for a large Alberta irrigation 
project. 

Text of his announcement: 
| “The Government of Canada has 
jtpproved the purchase the assets 
fot the Canada Land and Irrigation 
| Company of Medicine Hat, Alberta. 
The purchase price was $2,250,000, 
“The reason tor the purchase is 
enable the Dominion to carry 
out a more active program in re- 
settiement under the Prairie Farm 
Rehabilitation Program, The inten- 
tion is to move farmers from those 
lands in Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba where crop produc- 
(ion is unsatisfactory, due to con- 
tinued drought conditions, 

"The irrigable area of land in- 
volved in the purchase is approxi- 
mately 110,000 acres, There are at 
present over 400 farmers operating 
With the company at Vauxhill, Al- 
berta. The Dominion will arrange 
for the operation of the irrigation 
works, In addition, the Dominion 
Will immediately develop other ir- 
rizable lands for resettlement of 
farmers

Farmers By P.F.A. 


Were it not for the Prairie Farm 
Assistance scheme inaugurated in 
i939 by the Dominion government 
the “hungry thirties’ would be 
knocking today at the doors of 
thousands of farm homes in Sas: 
katchewan and southeastern Al- 
berta. 

According to RF. 
F.A. director, 1949 was the worst 
year since the thirties from the 
point of view of the extent of the 
total destruction of crops. 

Preliminary estimates indicate 
$17,000,000 will be paid in P.F.A. 
benefits to 71,000 prairie farmers. 
Mr. McGregor declared. 

This will be the most paid in 
any year since P.F.A.’s inaugura- 
tion with the exception of ced 


McGregor, P. 


when 75,787 farmers collected 
$17,232,878. However, While a larg 
er area was hit by drought in 1947 
the majority of farmers harvested 
between four and eight bushels to | 
the acre Which brought them cash | 
in addition to the P.F.A. payments. | 

‘Thousands of acres in the ex- 
treme drouth area did not yield 
one bushel of wheat to the acre,” 
Mr. MeGregor said. “When our 
records are more complete we will 
be able to determine 
curately the number of farmers and 
their families who obtained no 
more, or little more income from 
their 1949 crops than the P.F.A. 
payments.” 

In townships where the average 
wheat production is four bushels 
to the acre or less the farmers 
receive $2.50 an acre to a maxti- 
mum of $500. When the average 
yield is more than four but less 


is $1.50 to a maximum of $300 per 
tarmer, 

Mr. McGregor pointed out that | 
even a small crop at present prices | 
can make a great difference in 
the cash position of a farmer. The | 
income of the farmer with no crop 
is his $500 P.F.A. payment. The 
farmer who has seven bushels to 
the acre nets something like $8.50 
an acre after paying combining 
costs; on 200 acres that would give 
him an income of approximately 
$1,700 in cash plus his $300 P.F.A. 
payments, or a total of $2,000. 

“The situation in the total crop 
failure area is aggravated by the 
fact there hasn't been a good crop 
there since 1942," Mr. McGregor 


lsaid. “P.F.A. benefits have been 
paid in most of these areas in 
every year since 1942 since P.F. 


\.'s inauguration, P.F.A. has kept 
the farmers going throughout the 
years, They have had little wheat 
to sell and because of that fact 
they receive little of the millions 
paid out this year in additional 
wheat payments, Thus they have 
been unable to build up reserves 
ind are now almost entirely dep- 
endent of the P.F.A. benefits,” 

The hardest hit area in Saskat- 
echewan is south of the South 
Saskatchewan river to the Ameri 
can boundary, and east from the 
Alberta boundary tothe third meri 
dian, Although this is in the zero 
to four bushel category, most of 
it suffered a total failure. The same 
situation prevails in Alberta in the 
Hanna area, bounded on the south 
and west by the Red Deer river, 
and extending north to township 
10, 

Preliminary estimates indicate 
that 45,000 Saskatchewan farmers 
in 1,722 townships will be eligible 
for P.F.A. benefits this year, In 
Alberta 25,000 farmers in 1,520 
townships will draw P.F.A, money. 
Manitoba fared better; it is esti- 
mated 1,000 farmers in 98 Mani- | 
toba townships will receive P.F.A. 
cheques, 

Although relief is primarily the 
responsibility of the municipal and 
provincial governments, the Domi- 
nion government in 1939 adopted 
the scheme devised by Federal 
Minister of Agriculture Re. Hon. | 
JG, Gardiner to assure “grocery 
and clothing money” until the 
next harvest to farmers, Farmers 
contribute one per cent of — their 
cash crop proceeds on all wheat, 
oats, rye and barley delivery at 
the elevators. However, since 1939 
the farmers have contributed ap- 
proximately $39,000,000 and have 
collected $105,000,000 in P.F.A. bene- 
fits. The difference has been made 
up from the federal treasury. For 
every $1 the farmers have contri- 
buted they have collected $3.
